A Declaration of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. 


| H Aving lately peruſed a book printed at Ki/kezny in 


the yecre 1649. containing divers Declarations and 

Acts of the Popilſh Prelates and Clergy, framed in a 
late Conventicle at Clonmuic noiſe the 4 day of December jn 
the y<ere aforeſaid; Tthought fir to givea briefe Anſwer 
unto the ſame. 

And firſt to the firſt, which is a Decl1ration wherein 
(having premiſed the reconciliation of ſome differences 
among(t themſelves)rhey come to ſtate their war upon the 
intereſt oftheir Chnrch, his Majeſty. and the Nation ; and 
their reſolution to proſecute the ſame with unity - all 
which will deſerve a particular ſurvey. | 

The meeting of the Archbifhops, Biſhops,and other Pre- 
lates at Clonmac noiſe is by them ſaid to be proprio zwotu: By 
which term they would have the world believe that the 
ſecular power hath nothing to doe to appoint or ſuperin- 
tend their ſpirituall conventions (as they call them) al- 
though inthe ſaid meetings they take upon them ro inter- 
meddle in all ſecular affaires ; as by the ſeque] appears. 
 Andfirſt for their Union they ſo much boaſt of :If any 
wiſe man ſhall ſeriouſly conſider what they pretend the 
grounds of the differences to have been,and the way and 
courſe they have taken to reconcile the ſame ; and their 
Ex | 72992 thereabout, and the ends for which, and their 
reſolutions how to carry on their great deſigne declared 
for ; he muſt needs think ſlightly of it. And alſo for this, 
that they reſolve all other mens conſents into their owne, 
without conſuliing them ar all. 

The ſubject of this reconciliation was (as they ſay) the 
Clergy and Laity : The diſcontent and diviſion it ſelfe 

was 


was grounded on the late difference of opinion hapning a- 
mong(t the Prelats and Laity. I wonder not at differences 
in opinion.at diſcontents and diviſions where fo Antichri- 
ſaan & dividing a term as Clergy and Laity 1+ given and 
received : Aterm unknown to any fave to the Antichri- 
{tian Church, and ſuch as derive thernſelves from her, 4b. 
initi» now {uit fic. The moſt pure and primitive Times as 
they bel[t know what true Union was; ſo in all addreſles to 
the ſeverall Churches they wrote unto, nut one word of 
this. The members of the Churches are (tiled Bretheren & 
Saints of the ſame houſhould of faith, although they had 
orders & diſtinctions among't them for adminiſtration of 
Ordinances (ofa far different uſe and Character with 
yours); Yet it no where occaſioned them to ſay contemptim 
and by way of leſſening i» contre diſtinguiſhing Layty to. 
Clergy. Tt was your pride that begot this exprefſion, And 
it is for filthy Jucre ſake that you keepe it up, that by ma- 
king the people beleeve that they are not fo holy as your 
ſclve<,they might for their penny purchaſe ſome Sandity 
from you; And that y ou might bridle, ſaddle & ridethem 
at your pleaſure; And doe (which is moſt true of you) as 
the Scribes & Pharilies of ola did(by their Laytie, ) keep 
the knowledge of the Law from them, And then be able 
(in their pride to ſay) 1bis people that knqw not the Law are 
eurſed. 

And no wonder (to ſpeake more neerely to your ditfe- 
rences and union) If it lye in the Prelates power to make 
the Clergy and the Laity goe together by the eares when 
they pleaſe; but that they may as eaſily makea {ſimple and 
ſenceles reconciliation which will laſt unti!] thenext Nur- 
ci0 comes from Rome with ſupermandatory adviſes, And 
then this Gordion knot muſt be cut, and the poore Laiy 
forced to dance to a new tune. Iſay not this as being trou- 
bled at it: much good may doe you with itzby the grace of 
God we fare not, we Care not for your union? your cove- 
nant is with death and hell - your union ts like that of $7- 
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weon and Levi, Aſſociate-your ſelves and you ſhall be bro- 
ken in peeces 3 take councell together and it ſhall come to 
nought. For though it becomes us to be humble in reſpect 
of our ſelves, yet we can ſay to you, God is not withyou. 
You ſay your unien is again(t a common enemy:;8& tothis 
If you will be talking of Union, I will give you ſome 
wormwood to bite on, by which it will appear God is not 
with you. Whois it that created this commonenemy ? LI 
ſuppoſe you mean Engliſhmen. The Engliſh } Remember 
ye Hipocrites, Ireland was once united to England ; Eng- 
liſhmen had good Inheritances, which many of them pur- 
chaſed with their money 3 they or their Anceſtors from 
many of you and your Anceſtors. They had good leaſes 
from Iri{hmen for long time to come:great ſtocks therup- 
on;houſes and plantations ereCted at their colt and charge. 
T hey lived Peaceably & honeſtly among(t you; You had 
generally equall benefit ofche protection of England with 
them, And equall Juſtice from the Lawes, ſaving what was 
nece{jary for the State(out of reaſons of State)'to put up» 
on ſume tew people apt to rebell upon the iaſtigation of 
ſuch as you. You broke this union; you unprovoked, put 
theEn2lith to the moſt unheard of &moſt barbaroug mal- 
facre(without reſpett of ſexe or age )that ever the Sun be- 
held; And ata time when [reland was in perfect peace; And 
when, through the example of the Engliſh induſtry, 
through commerce & trathque,that which was in the Na- 
tives hands, was better tothem then if all Ireland had 
been in their poſlefiion;and not an Engliſh man in it. And 
yet,then I ſay, was this unheard of villany perpetrated by 
your in{tigation, who boaſt of peacemaking and union a- 
gainſt this common enemy. What think you by this time, 
is not my aſſertion true?Is God, will God be with you ? I 
am conſ1dent he will not, And though you would compre- 
hend old Engliſh, new Engliſh, Scotch, or whoelſe yon 
will, in the boſome of your Catholique charity ; yet ſhall 
not this ſave you from breaking. I tell you and them, you 
will 
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willfare the worſe for their ſakes ; becauſe Teannot but 


believe ſome of them go againſt; ſome ſtifle their Conſct- 
ences. Anditisnot the figg leafe of pretence, that they 
fight for their King will ſerve their turn, when really they 
fight in protection of men of ſo much prodigious blood : 
And with men whohavedeclared the ground of their uni- 
on and fighting(as you have ſtated it in your Declaration) 
to be Bellum Prelaticum & Religioſnm, 1 theftirſt and pri- 
mary intention of jt; eſpecially. when they ſhall confider 
your principles, That except what feare makes you com- 
ply with (viz.) thatalone without their concurrence you 
are not able to carry on your worke, you are ready when 
ever you ſhall get the power into your handsto kick them 
off r00z as ſome late experiences have ſufficiently mani- 
teſted. And thus we come to the defigne, you being thus 
wholeſomely united, intended to be proſecuted by you. 
Your words. are theſe , That all and every of us of the above 
Archbiſhops,Biſbops © Prelates,are now by the bl-[ſing of God. 
as one bod united. And that we will as beconmeth charil , and 
eur Paſtoral! charge, ſtand all of us as one intire bedy for the 
intereſt and immnnities of the Church, and of every the Prelats 
and Biſhops thereo!; and ſor the honour,dieaity,cſt ate.right, &* 
prſjeſſarms of all and every of the laid Archbiſhops Biſhops,and 
ather Prefats. And we will as one intire © united body forward 
by our counſels, ations, and devices, the advancement of his 
Mijeſties rights, and the good of this Nation in ecnerall , and 
in Parlicu'ar occaſions to our power. And that none of us in any 
occaſion whatioever concerning the Catholique Religion, or the 
god of this Kingdome of Ireland, will in any. reſpect ſengle 
himiclfe, or be, or ſeem oppoſite to the reſt of us : but wis hold 
firm and intire in one ſence, as aforeſaid, &*c. And ut there 
were no other quarrel] againſt you but this, which you: 
make to be the principall and fir{t ground of your quar- 
rell. to wit, as ſo {tanding for the riplis of your Church: 
(falſely ſo called.) and for the right of your Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops and Prelats,as to engage People and as * 
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blood, therefore. This alone wouldbe your confuſion. I 
aske you, Is it for the Lay fee{ as you call it \or revenue be- 
longing to your £ hurch, that you will after this manner 
conend ? or, 1>it your juriſdiction, or the exerciſe of 
your keel f1afticall authority ? orisit the faith of your 
Church ? Ler metell you, not for all, nor any of theſe, 1s 
It lawtull for the Miniſters of Chriſt as you would be 
thought to be,thus to contend. And therefore we will con- 
Pder them a part 

For the firit,it it were S. Peters patrimony as you tearm 
Ir, thatis ſomewhatthat you lawfully c4me by, although 


I muſt tell you,your Predeceſtors cheated poore {cduced 


men in their weaknelle upon their death beds, or other- 
wiſe unlawfully came by moſt of this you preterd to. Yet 
Peter, though he was ſomewhat too forward to draw the 
{word\n a better cauſe:ifthat weapon nor being proper to 
the buſineile in hand, was to be put upin that caſe, he mutt 
not, nor would he have drawn it in this. And that bletled 
A poſile Paul, who {:id the Jabuurer was worthy of his hire 
choſe r:ther to make tents, then be burthenſome to the 
Churches. I would you had either of thoſe good mens 
ſpirits, on the cond!tion your revencues were doubted to 
what the beſt times ever madethem to your predeceſlors. 

The ſame anſwer may be given to that of your power 
and juriſdiction, andto that prehemenencie of Prelacie 
you ſo deerely love; onely conſider what the Maſter of 
the ſame Apoſtles ſaid to thernz $0 it ſhall nat be amongſt you 
who ever will be chieſe ſhall be ſervant of all, For he himfelfe 
cime not to be mini{tred unto, but to miniſter. And by this 
he that runs may reade of what Tribe you are And ſurely 
iftheſe that are outward things. may not thus be contend- 
edfor ; how much Ictie may the Doctrines of taith (which 
are the works of grace, & the ſpirit) be endevoured by fo 
unſutable means. He that bids us contend for the faith once 
delivered to the Saints, tels us that we ſhould do it by a- 
voidirgthe Spirit of Cain,Core,and Balaamand by building 
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up our ſelves on the moſt Holy faith, not pinning it upon 
other mens {]eeves, praying in the Holy Ghoſt, not mum- 
bling over matrens, Keeping our ſelves in the loveof God, 
Not deſtroying men becauſe they will not beof our faith, 
waiting for the mercy of Jeſus Chri(t ; not cruel! but mer- 
ciefull. But alas why 1s this ſaid ?. why are theſe Pearles. 
caſt before you. You are reſolved not to becharmed, from 
uſing the inſtrument of a fooliſh ſhepheard. You are a part 
of Antichriſt, whoſe Kingdome the Scripture ſo 2xpreſ] 
ſpeakes ſhuuld be Jayed in blood, yea in the blood of the 
Saints ; you have ſhed great ſtore of it already ; Andere it 
be long you muſt all of you have blood todrinke ; even 
the dreggs of the cup of the fury and wrath of God, which 
wil be powred out unto you. 

In thenext place you (tate the iotereſt of his Majeſty as 
you ſay 3 And this you hope will draw ſ>me Englith and 
Scots to your partie. Put what Majeſtieis it you mecane 7Is 
it France or Spaineor Scotland & ſpeake plainely / you 
have ſome of you lately been harping (orelſe we are miſ- 
informed ) upon his Majeſtie of Spaine to be your Prote- 
Gor. Was it becauſe his Majelty of Seotland 1s too little 
a Majeſtie for your purpoſe 2 Wee know you love great 
Majelties, Or 12 it becauſe he isnot fully come over ro-you 
in point of Religion? If he be ſhort in thar, you will quickly 
find out upon that ſcore, an other Majelty, His Father who 
complied with you too much, you rejected;& now would 
make the world believe, you wouid make the Sons late- 
reſt a great part ofthe State of your quarrell. How can we 
but thinke there is ſome reſerve in t.1s 2 and that the Son 
is agreed to doe ſomewhat more for you then ever his Fa- 
ther Cid. Or elſe tell us whence this new Zeale 1s? That the 
Father did too much for you., in all Proteſtants Judge- 
ments; inſtead of many inſtances let be conſidered what 
one of your own Doctors, Dr. Eos of Dublin,who(wruwg 
againſt the agreement made between the Lord of 0ywond 


and the 7riſþ Catholiques) findes fault with it,and fayes tt 
was 
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was nothing ſo good as that the Earle of Glamorgan had 


-warrant from that King to make, but exceeding far fhort 


of what the Lord George Dieby had warrant to agree with 
the Pope himſelfe at Roe, in favour of the Irith Catho- 
Iiques. | | 

5 mtend not this to you but to ſuck Proteſtants as may 

mclime to you & joyn with you upon this fingle account, 
which is the onely appearing inducement to them,ſeein 
there is ſo much probability of1ll,1n this abſtracted: An 
ſo much certainty of ill in fighting for the Romiſh reli- 
gion againit rhe Proteſtant; And fighting with men under 
the guilt of fo horrid a maſſacre; from perticipating in 
whic guilt, whilſt they take part with them , they will 
neve: be able toa{loyle themſelves, either before God or 
£0009 men. 

In the laſt place you are pleaſed, having after your uſuall 
manner remembered your ſelves firſt, his Majeſty(as you 
call him)next, like a man of your Tribe, with Ego & Rex 
2c#5.you are pleaſed to take the people into confiderati- 
on,lea{t they ſhonld ſeem to be forgotten; or rather you 
mizht make me believe they are much in your thoughts. 
In1ced I think they are. Alas poore Layety! That you and 
your King mipht :tde them and jade them as your Church 
Kath done,and your King hath done by your means almoſt 
in all ages. Bur it would not be hard to prophefic that 
the beaſts being ſtung and kicking, this world will not laſt 
alwaie<; Arbitrary power. men begin to be weary of in 
Kings & Churchmen:their juggle between them.mutually 


toupho'd Civill and Eccleſiaſtica!l tyranny begins to be 


tranſparent. Some have caſt off both, and hope by the 
grace of God to keep fo. Others areat it. Many thoughts 
arelayed up about it ; which will have their iſſue & venr. 
This principle . that People are for Kings and Churches, 
and&Satnts for the Pope or Churchmen (as you call them) 
be gins tobe exp!oded ; and therefore I wonder not to ſee 
the Friaternityto be ſo muchenraged. 
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I wiſh the people wiſcrthen to be troubled at you, or ſolicitous for 
wtat:you tay. or doe... Butir ſeen notwithſtanding all ths, you 
would faine-have them beleeve, that it is their-good you/ſeck. And 
tocozen them andeedand in rtruch 15 the-1coap of your whole:De- 
| clarattoty&cot your: Acts, & decrecsin your toretaid printed book. 
| Therct6rcrodi{cover and uavailethole talfitics , an to let 'them 
| know what they are to truii co-from me, 1s the principall end of 
this my Declaration - Tharat I be nor able to doe gooi upon them 
| Which L moſtdefire (and yer in that 7 ſhall nor (cek to gain them 
by flattery, bur tell chenuche worſt 1n plainenefie, and that which 
I am-fure wil! nor. be acceptable ro you. And it I cannot gainc 
them) I ſhall have comtortaw this that: I have freed my owne 
{oule fromthe guilt of the/ evill that ſhall enſue. And.upon this * 
| ſubject Thope ro leave nothing unanſwered inall your {aid De- 
| clarations and Decrecs at Clormacnourſe., 

And becaule you carry on-your matter ſomewhat confuſedly,l 
ſhall therefore bring all that you have ſaid into ſome order :. that 
fo we may the berrer diſcerne wan every thing ſignifics; and give . 
anſwer thcreunto. You torewarne the People of their danger , 
which you make to conllit, .Firſt in the Extirpation ot che Catho- 
lique Religion, Secondly 4n the: Declaration of their Lives : 
Thirdly n the ruinc of their fortunes: -./ --: , 

Toavoid all which Evills, you forewarnthem firſt, That they 
be not deceived by the Commander411 Chiete of the Parliaments 
torces's And in the next place (having ſtated your Var as afore- 
{aid} you give them your politive adyzxce and Qouncell to engage 
in blood; and laſtly beſtow-upon them aſmal{ Collation in'4,.

Bur how dare you afſume to call theſe men your Flccks , 
whom you have plunged anto fo horrid a Rebellion by which you 
have made both them & the Countrey almoſt a ruinous heap, and 
whom you have fleeced and pol'd and peel'd hitherto, and 
make 1t your butinefle to Coe {0 ſtill; You cannor feed them, you 
poyfontaem with your falle abhomu:able & Antichriſttan dottrin 
an prachiecs; You keep the Ward of God from chem,an! inſtead 
thcreat give them your {enceleſi Qrders and Traditions, you reach 
thcm implicit beliet ; he thar goes amongtt chem may find many 
thar doe not underitand any thing in the martcrs of your Religion. 
i have had few better Anſwers trom any fince I came into 1retard, 
that are at your flocks then this, That indeed they did not trou- 
b'e themieives about matrers ot Religian, - bur left that ro the 
Church. Thus are yaur flacks fed - and ſuch Credit have you of 
them. Bui they mult rake heed of looking their Religian. Alas ! 
poor Crcaturcs | what have they to loofc? concerning this is your 
grand Caveat; and to back this, you tell chem of Retoiutions and 
Covcuants to cKirpate the Catho!tque Religion our of all bis Mar 
jelties Dominzons. And you inſtance in Cxommels Letrer of the

Firſt-you lay,thar che deirgn is to extirpare | 
the Catholick Rehgion. Let us. fee your honeſty hevein, Yaur word | 


eXcirpate 15 25 ill eolle&ied. from ahete grounds and as fſencyl tie as 
the word Catholigue, ordinanily uſed by: you, when you menuon 
Catholique Roman Church, The word Extirpate fuppoles athing 
to. bc already rooredand, eftabliſbed 5 which, word, made good 
by the proot of Covenanes, youn Letter which expreſſes the Now 
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Toeration of the Maſſe, wherein it ſeemv/you place all the Catho- 
liqu. Religion (and therein you fſhew fome ing-nuiry ) and your 
inttance > what was practiſed in the three Towns aforementioned; 
Doe theie prove, either conftdered apart, or altogether, the Ex- 


tirpation of the Cathohque Relizton ? By what Law was che Maſs 


exerciſed 1n thee piaces, orin afry the Dominions of England or 
Irela:zd or Kingdom of Scotland. 

You were Intru lers: you were herein o5en violaters of the 
knowne Lawes. And yet you will call the Covenant, that in the 
Letter, and theſe pratices, Extirpations of the Catholique Re- 
ligion thus again (er 01 toor by you by the alvanrage of your Re- 
b1lion and ſhaking off the jult Authority of the State of England 
over you ; whereas I dare be confident to (ay, You durſt not own 
the ſaying of one Maſle above theſe cighty yeares in /relazd ; and 
through the troubles you made, and the auſeries you brought on 
this Nation and the poor people thereof, ( your numbers which is 
very Omiaous encreating with the VWoolves, through the'de ſo- 
lations you made in the Countrey) you recovered again the pub- 
lique Exerciſes of your Maſffe : And tor che maintenance of thi 
thus gayned, you would make the poore people believe, that it is 
Ghoitly Conncell ,and _ in loveto them as your flocks; That 
they ſhould rune into Warre and venture lives and all upon {uch

 theepsclothing rhat they 'may ſee how they have been deluded and

And now for them 1doe particularly declare what they tay 
expect at my hands in this point; whetein,you will eaſily perecive, 
that as I neither have nor ſhall flatter you, ſo ſhall I neither 
oe about to delude chem with ſpectous prerences, as you have e-

As for the People what thoughts they have.in marters of Religt- | 
6n-in their owne breaſts I,cannot reach;butthinke ir my duty,it they 
walk honeſtly and peaceably, not tocauſe them. in the leaſt ro ſut- 
fer tor the {ame , bur ſhall endeavour io walke pariently and in love © 
rowards them + toſce it at any time it ſhall pleaſe God to give them 
another or a.bexter minde. And all! men-underthe power of Eng- 
land within this Dominion, are-hereby: required and enjoyned 
ſ:iRly and. religiovlly to doe the fame, -* 
ro the {:cond which is the diſtrattron of the Lives of the Inhabitants 
of this Nation. To makc jc good that this js deſtgred; they: give not 
onc 1ca{on'; which iis eich=i;. becauſe they have none to give, orelſe 
for that they belicve the people will receive every thing tor-truch 
they {ay; which-they have.too wel! taight ehem;and God knows the 
People zre. to. apt to doe, , Bat-1 will alinlghclperbem. They 
{peake indeed of xooting; out cthe/Commons /, and alſo by \way of 
conſequent, , that-the extirpating | of the Catholique Religion is 
not to be effected , withour- the Maſlacring, deftroying or bani- 
ſhing the Catholique Inhabitants ; which how an allogicall an Ar- 
gum:nt this is,- I ſhall | eably- make ' appeare by and by. Alas 
the Generality.ot the: Inhabicants are poore L1ytie ( as youcall 
| them)and Ignorant of the grounds of the Catholique Religion. Are 
{ theſe then ſo interwoven with your ChurchIntercſtas that the ab. 
| ſence of them makes your Catholique Religion tall to the ground 
WW know you thinke not ſo ; yowreckon| your ſelves ( and your 
ſelves only ) the pillers and ſupporters thereof, and thele as far as 
they haye the exerciſe of club Law , and like:the Aſle you ride on , 
obey your commands. But concerning theſe relation of your Religi, 
on enough hath been ſpoken in another place ; only you love to 
mx things for your advantage. ' "|
